These make the fairs teachers 
of trickery and of wrong standards; and 
while in holding them the public good 
is contemplated, no doubtful or demoraliz- 
ing features should be admitted, though 
they may fill the treasury with needed mon- 
ey. Let us all attend the fairs, and labor 
to make their influence pure, sweet, whole- 
some, instructive and restful. 


Maine State Agricultural Society. 
We understand that Secretary Dennison 
proclaims that the Maine State Agricultural 
Society is not in debt; or, in other words, 
that it owes about $30,000, and has $50,500 
worth of property to pay this indebtedness. 
Secretary Dennison may deceive himself, 
but he will deceive no oneelse. The Maine 





State Agricultural Society owes about $30,- 
000. Now what has it got to pay this in- 
debtedness with? It has got the land which 


it purchased and the buildings which it has 


erected upon that land. You may call them 


$100,000 if you will, but if you are obliged 
to sell the property and buildings, all the 


property is worth is the price of the land, 
and avery small sum for the buildings. 


You could not get to-day, in our judgment, 


over $12,000 for the entire property. Again, 
no matter what this property is worth, it is 


not available to pay the debt of the Society ; 


it is not going to help the Society one farth- 


ing in paying its debt, because this proper- 
ty is necessary for the Society for its exhi- 
bitions. Nowitis not wise for any one who 
desires the success of the Society to deceive 
himself; the Society is in debt, it needs 
money ; let us raise the money and pay offthe 
indebtedness, whether it shall be done by 
assessing the life members, by contribu- 
tion, by life members surrendering their 
tickets, we care not; what we wish is that 
the most feasible plan may be adopted; we 
have no special plan; what we want is to 
see the Society relieved of its debt, so that 
its future may be assured, because every 
one knows that if this year we should hap- 
pen to have poor weather during the Fair 
week, the debt will be increased and the So- 
clety made helpless. The Society should 
be out of debt, to meet any contingency 
that may arise. We believe in the Society, 
we want it to succeed, and we want to do 
what we can to make its success for all 
time assured; but success will never come 
by trying to under-state the indebtedness 
that must be met.

The Potato Crop. 

The potato crop isa failure this season 
so far as good potatoes and profitable re- 
sults go. They are small, few and infe- 
rior, and rotten at that. 
enough. There is growth enough of tops, 
but light bottoms. The extreme drouth of 
the early part of the season was too severe 
for the growth of the tubers with the early 
planted. While some of these are of fair 
quality, yet there are many of inferior size 
among them, and the yield is small. 
the later crop the rains have been too plen- 
teous, killing the tops and stopping the 
growth prematurely, and while the crop 
had but just begun to make. 
wet together with the extreme heat, as is 
always the case, has started the rot, and 
itis already working its destruction. 
Aroostook county the crop is a little later 
and its condition cannot now be so clearly 
determined.

BUILDING UP THE Navy. The United 
States navy, if it has not deserved all the 
ridicule that has been heaped upon it of 
late years, has not merited much respect. 
There is now a prospect, however, that 
within a few years, even if the government 
does no more than provide for the comple- 
tion of the vessels now begun or ordered, 
we shall have a navy consisting of twenty 
iron and steel vessels of modern construc- 
tion, well armed and as efficient as any of 
their class in the world. Three are already 
finished and afloat: the Dolphin, Atlanta 
and Boston, though the latter is not yet 
in commission. The Chicago is also near- 
ly finished, but has not received her arma- 
ment. These are the vessels built by John 
Roach. They have received some sharp 
criticisms, but there is no doubt that they 
are well built, serviceable vessels, and of 
much greater speed than any ship of the 
old navy. Four new gunboats are under 
construction, of which three are of 1700 
tons displacement each, and will have a 
speed of 16 knots. The fourth is about 
half the size of the others, and less swift. 
Then there are five new cruisers authorized, 
of which two are in process of building 
and the other three “are under contract. 
These are nearly of the size of the Chicago, 
and are to have a speed of eighteen or nine- 
Of armored vessels, there are 
the five monitors, of which the Puritan, 
the largest, will have a displacement of six 
thousand tons, and a thickness of armor of 
twelve inches on her sides and sixteen in- 
ches on her- turrets. These were begun 
long ago, and are not intended for sea go- 
ing sbips, but will be useful for harbor 
defense. Two other armored ships, of 6000 
tons each, are also provided for.

The Parnellites say that the government 
wish to create trouble and outrage in Ire- 
land during the coming winter; that the 
proclamation will force the extremest 
measures of the league to the front, and 
that the government will shortly bitterly 
repent their action. All the important 
documents of the league have been re- 
moved from the headquarters in Dublin. 
The government has at last decided to 
grasp the horn of the dilemma, and it will 
have to suffer the consequences. The proc- 
lamation was issued under the sixth sec- 
tion of the Irish crimes act, which author- 
izes the lord lieutenant in council to put 
the prohibitive provisions of the act in 
force by special proclamation against any 
association formed for the commission of 
crimes, or for carrying on operations by 
the commission of crimes, or for encourag- 
ing or aiding persons to commit crimes, or 
for promoting or inciting to acts of vio- 
lence or intimidation, or for interfering 
with the administration of the law, or dis- 
turbing the maintenance of law and order. 
After the issue of the special proclamation, 
and as long as it remains unrevoked or un- 
expired, the lord lieutenant is empowered 
to publish from time to time an order sup- 
pressing the proclaimed association in any 
district specified in the order. After such 
publication the association comes under the 
ban of the law. Any meeting of its mem- 
bers in the specified district is an unlawful 
assembly, and any person calling such a 


-| meeting, or knowingly taking part in it, 


or doing anything to further the purposes 
of the association in the district, is guilty 
of an offence under the crimes act, and may 
be proseeuted before a court of summary 
jurisdiction. 


Loss of the Steamer City of Montreal. 
The Inman Line steamer City of Mon- 
treal has been destroyed by fire at sea. 
The news of the burning was learned upon 
the arrival at Queenstown, Friday morning 
of the British steamer York City, which 
left Baltimore August 4th for London. 
This steamer rescued the passengers and 
crew from the burning vessel, and brought 
them to Queenstewn. The City of Mon- 
treal left New York Aug. 6th tor Liver- 
pool. The destruction of the steamer oc- 
curred on the 11th inst., five days after she 
left New York. A boat containing six 
passengers and seven members of the crew 
is missing. The passengers and crew of 
the City of Montreal were taken off the 
York City by the tug Mountain and landed 
at Queenstown. All were accounted for 
except the thirteen in the missing boat. 

Shortly after the passengers had gone to 
bed on the night of the 10th, the ship be- 
ing in latitude 43 at the time, they were 
aroused by the alarm of fire. A scene of 
confusion ensued, and the passengers were 
greatly terrifled when they found out the 
truth of affairs. The smoke caused by the 
fire was suffocating. The passengers 
dressed and got on deck as quickly as pos- 
sible, and with but little appearance of 
panic. The fire originated in the cotton 
stored in the aft main hold. Nine streams 
of water were soon working on the flames, 
and the course of the vessel was shaped 
toward Newfoundland, 400 miles distant. 
The flames spread with great rapidity, and 
soon had burst with terrific force through 
the midway after hatches, the heat becom- 
ing intense. It becoming evident that it 
was impossible to save the ship, a momen- 
tary panic ensued. » 

The boats were eight in number, four 
being life boats and four pinnaces. They 
were launched and stocked with pro- 
visions. At3e’clock in the morning the 
passengers were marshalled on deck, pre- 
paratory to entering the boats. Many 
were weeping, but all was quiet and order- 
ly. The family groups presented a sight 
pitiful to see as they huddled together in 
fear and trembling. A heavy sea was run- 
ning, and it was with great difficulty that 
the boats were kept from being smashed. 
The crew worked splendidly. All the pas- 
sengers were placed in the boats in a com- 
paratively short time. How the boats 
floated with their heavy loads is a mystery. 
As the last boat was putting off from the 
ship, several of the passengers and crew 
were seen aft. They had been overlooked 
and were screaming to the boats. They 
were subsequently rescued, half dead from 
the smoke and heat. 

When the boats were lowered and the 
passengers and crew got into them, they 
soon scattered. One entirely disappeared. 
This one contained two stewards, four sea- 
men and seven passengers, and there is but 
little doubt that the boat load perished. 
The boat did not contain a full crew and 
lett the ship against the captain’s orders, 
as there was time to take many more in it.

with which the name of Prof. Baird has 
become so honorably identified. His early 
tastes inclined him to the study of medi- 


with the Smithsonian Institute. Upon the 
death of Prof. Henry in 1878, Prof. Baird 
assumed entire executive control of the in- 
stitution, and his rare powers of observa- 
tion and his administrative capacity were 
at once recognized by those with whom he 
was associated. From insignificant begin- 
nings, he watched the collections under his 
care grow to fair proportions, and finally 
saw with satisfaction the treasures now 
gathered in its alcoves, constituting a mu- 
seum worthy of the nation’s pride. Every- 
where Prof. Baird’s guiding influence was 
visible, and the immense labor bestowed 
upon the work in hand is evidenced by the 
completeness of their result. Notwith- 
standing the incessant demands upon his 
time and thought, necessitated by his at- 
tention to the material formation of these 
vast collections, Prof. Baird devoted his 
leisure hours to literary work bearing upon 
the subject of his studies. In 1849 he had 
translated and edited the text for the ‘‘Icon- 
ographic Encyclopedia,” the English ver- 
sion of ‘“‘Heck’s Builder Atlas.” Between 
1850 and 1874 he published several works 
upon North American natural history, and 
from 1870 to 1878 he was scientific editor 
of Harper Bros.’ periodicals, beside being 
the author of their yearly cyclopzxdia of 
science. A partial list of his writings dur- 
ing these years would include: “Catalogue 
of North American Serpents (1859), the 
“Birds of North America” (1858,) the 
‘““Mannals of North Amerca” (1859,) the 
“Review of North American Birds” (1864- 
66,) the “Geographical Distribution of 
North American Birds” (1865,) the ‘*His- 
tory of North American Birds,” in connec- 
tion with Thomas M. Brewer and Robert 
Ridgway (1874), and the preparation of 
numerous official reports. 

Having been in 1871 appointed to the po- 
sition of United States commissioner of 
fish and fisheries, Prof. Baird concentrated 
his energy upon a theme which promised 
to become of national importance. An un- 
salariedoffice did not deter him from exer- 
cising in the discharge of his onerous du- 
ties a vigilance and care demanded by the 
magnitude of the experiments and labors in- 
volved. The brilliant results of his pro- 
longed investigations are familiar to the 
public, but only by a special examination 
of the details, the practical results of 
which are to-day witnessed, can the im- 
mense study embraced in these researches 
be adequately understood.

In its stoutest part it is 23 inches 
thick, and its weight has been computed to 
be 443,722 pounds. it has never been hung. 


The Gold Poured Into the Sea by Wrecks. 


The memory of the loss of £200,000 of 
silver and gold will survive the drowning 
of one thousand souls in a coup. There 
was the Lutine, for instance. She was of 
thirty-two guns, commanded by Captain 
Skynner, and she went ashore on the bank 








of the Fly Island passage on the ni_ht of 


Oct. 9, 1799. At first she was reputed to 
have had six hundred thousand pounds 
sterling in specie on board. ‘This was after- 
ward contradicted by a statement that ‘‘the 
return from the bullion office makes the 
whole amount about £140,000 sterling.” 
“If,” 1 find in a contemporary account, 
“the wreck of the unfortunate Lutine should 
be discovered, there may be reason to hope 
for the recovery of the bullion.” 

In the reign of James LI. some English 
adventurers fitted out a vessel to search for 
and weigh up the cargo of a rich Spanish 
ship which had been lost on the coast of 
South America. They succeeded, and 
brought home £300,000, which had been 
forty-four years at the bottom of the sea. 
Captain Phipps, who commanded, had £20,- 
000 for his share, and the Duke of Alber- 
marte £90,000. A medal was struck in 
honor of this event in 1687. 

There wasavery costly wreck in 1767. 
She was a Dutch Kast Indiaman, and 
foundered in a storm within three leauges 
of the Texel, taking down all hands but 
six, and £500,000. ‘Che price of four such 
armadas as that of 1588 went down in the 
last century alone in the shape of gold, sil- 
ver and plate. She was the annual register 
ship, as the term then was, and had in her 
500,000 piastres and 10,000 ounces of gold 
on account of the king, and twice that sum 
on the merchants’ account, making her a 
very rich ship. She foundered, and no man 
escaped to tell how or when. 

in the same year the Dutch lost the Anto- 


nietta, an Indiaman, and within her sank 
£700,000 sterling, besides jewels of great 


value. The Royal Charter is the most nota- 


ble modern instance of the wreck of a 
“treasure” ship that | can just now call to 
mind. She left Australia with £350,000 in 
her. Of this sum, says Charles Dickens in 
his chapter on this dreadful shipwreck in the 
*Uncommercial ‘I'raveller,’ £300,000 worth 
were recovered at the time of the novel- 


ist’s visit to the spot where she had driven 


ashore. ‘The great bulk of the remainder,” 
writes Dickens, **was surely and steadily 
coming up. Some loss of sovereigns there 
would be, of course; indeed, at first sover- 
eigns had drifted in with the sand and then 


scattered far over the beach like sea shells, 


but most other golden treasure would be 
found. So tremendous had the force of the 
sea been when it broke the shib that it had 
beaten one great ingot of gold deep into a 
strong and heavy piece of her solid iron 
work, in which also several loose sovereigns 
that the ingot had swept in before it, had 
been found as firmly imbedded as though 
the iron had been liquid when they had 
been forced there.” ‘This is a curiosity of

The acreage in corn in this State, yellow 
and sweet corn combined, was never before 
as large as the present year, and it is mak- 
ing a fine showing. The growth is rank 
and the stand full and even. The extreme 
heat has pushed it along rapidly towards 
maturity. In fact the crop is already as- 
sured, and some of the canning factories 
have been at work a full week. This isa 
good crop for farmers to raise, and proba- 
bly the good crop of this year wil! encour- 
age the planting of a still larger acreage 
next. Good crops of corn and good farm- 
ing go hand in hand. 





A new hand centrifugal separator of 
cream from milk has been invented by Dr. 
De Laval, designed for use with hand pow- 
er in smal! dairies. ‘The smaller size, which 
has a vertical motion, will separate twenty- 
five gallons per hour. It has won a gold 
medal as a thoroughly efficient hand separ- 
ator. Like the larger machine, it can be 
easily worked by a man or stout lad, and 
brings within the reach of every farmer and 
dairyman a machine that has hitherto been 
inaccessible to that vast class who have 
only manual power available. Another 
valuable dairy appliance is a milk-testing 
machine called the Lactocrite, also the in- 
vention of Dr. De Laval. By its use the 
quantity of butter fat contained in milk 
can be ascertained ina very few minutes. 
The wholesale milk buyer is thus enabled to 
purchase milk according to its quality if he so 
desires, instead of, as now, paying practical- 
ly the same price for rich and poor milk alike. 
The apparatus is a circular steel disc set on 
a spindle, and a set of test boxes with grad- 
uated glass tubes. Any number of tubes 
up to twelve can be used, and by striking 
an average great exactness can be obtained. 
The results are pronounced fully as reliable 
as those obtained by chemical analysis. 


One farmer, says the Minnesota Farmer, 
by way of illustration of the very impor- 
tant results which often follow the most 
trifling advantage in skill and management, 
through a little more care in breeding and 
a little more knowledge of feeding, obtains 
one pound of butter per week per cow more 
than his neighbor. If each keep ten cows 
the difference amounts to 500 lbs. of putter 
in a year, the cows costing in each case 
practically the same for keep. Very likely, 
too, the farmer who is the most careful 
breeder and the most skillful feeder will 
prove to be the better butter-maker of the 
two, and obtain for his product a few cents 
more per pound, not only on the 500 lbs, of 
increased product, but on the entire product 
of his dairy. It will be readily seen that 
while the expenses of the two farmers may 
be practically the same, the income of the 
one who knows how to do things a little 
better than his neighbor will be much the 
greater. And the same thing occurs at 
every step in the management of live-stock 
of all descriptions. Apparently small mat- 
ters connected with their breeding and 
keep, the selection, mixture, and appoint- 
ment of foods, etc., are followed by results 
which, when aggregated for a whole year 
and applied to a large number of animals, 
affect the profit and success of the farm to 
& large degree, and often turn into an 
actual loss operations that would otherwise 
yield a satisfactory profit. It will evident- 
ly pay, therefore, to give these matters the 
Closest attention, to make them the subject 
of careful study and reading, that the best 
methods may be understood, and whatever 


advantage comes from their practice se- 
cured. 
bweet Corn Seed. 
Again this year we have to record the 
Serious calamity of some of the sweet corn 
Planted in the State for the canning fac- 
tories proving not true to name, and so 
late that it will not mature. Cne lot of 
forty bushels planted for a single firm will 
Prove a complete failure unless the fall 
prove as remarkable for the absence 
¢f frost as the summer has been for heat 
and wet. ‘This is a serious matter and one 
that ought not to occur. Purchasers of 
the seed should bind the seller to guarau- 
tee the variety and the quality. It isa 
hard case for a farmer to stake his princi- 
Pal efforts for the season on a crop of corn, 
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
